Washington, Nov. 17. — Some intersBt 
naturally attaches to the conditions that 
will govern the seal huiitera in the 
future, supposing that no arrangement 
is arrived at between the United States 
and Great Britain for future measures 
of protection. In the absence of an otfi- 
cial statement on the subject an answer 
appears to be afTorded by the language 
of the award made by the Paris arbitra- 
tion. It is provided in the award as 
follows : 

"The concurrent regulations hereby 
determined with a view to the protection 
and preservation of the fur seals shall 
remain In force until they have been in 
whole or in part abolished or modified 
by common acreement between the gov- 
ernments of the United States and of 
Great Britain. The said concurrent 
regulations shall be submitted every five 
years to a new examination, so as to 
enable both interested governments to 
consider whether in the fight of past ex- 
perience there is occasion for any modi- 
iication thereof." 

This first term of five years expires 
about the time the seal seuaon closes 
next year, and it is a» fair assumption 
from the language of the award tiiai, 
failing an agreement on further regula- 
tions, those now in force will continue to 
run. 

Following the agreement of the ex- 
perts, the dlplomata assembled at Gen- 
eral Foster's house yesterday afternoon 
to discoiEs the larger question of pntting 
ap end to pelagic sealing and of settling 
other Qorder controversies. OwiuK to the 
illness of Sir Julian Paancefote, the 
British government was represented by 
the first secretary of the British embas- 
sy, Mr, Adam. Sir Wilfrid Laurier and 
Sir Louis Daviejrwere present on behalf 
of Canada. 

General Foster's powers had been 
materially enlarged since the coming of 
the Canadian otUcials, for as a result of 
a long and friendly talk between Sir 
Wilfrid and Secretary Sherman, the lat- 
ter had written to the Canadian Premier 
stating that the President has empow- 
ered General Foxier to treat on the vari- 
ous border questions which Sir Wilfrid 
had called to the attention of Mr. Sher- 
man, and with the co-operation of the 
British government to conclude treaties 
covering these eubjects. Tliis gave the 
meeting a broad significance. It began 
at 4 p. m., and lasted until 7. The en- 
tire range of border affairs was discussed. 

Primarily the purpose of the meeting 
was to secure an agreement on Behring 
sea. The Oanadiana made it clear, how- 
ever, that they wished any plan of settle- 
men t to take a broader scope than the 
one subject of Behring sea and to em- 
brace the many sources of friction along 
the Ijorder. The olan of an interna- 
tional L'oinmiBBion wasdiscuBsed at great 
Ibngtli. The Canadians felt that tlie 
commission iillbrdod the beat means of 
reconciling all difi'orences, and of ojien- 
ing tlie way to reciprociti;'. 

The discussion was most friendly 
throughout and no sharp differences 
were allowed to crop out. It was felt, 
however, that the plan of a commission 
was too large a question for immediate 
determination. A final understanding 
was reached therefore that the Canadian 
propoaitionH elioiild be reduced to writ- 
ing, as It IiiibIh for further negotiations. 
This closed the conference and the otli- 
cials Bald their farewells, expressing 
satisfaction at the cordial feeling which 



had characterized the meetings of the 
last ten days. 

The Canadian ministers have taken 
the American proposition under advise- 
ment and given assurances that it will 
be submitted to the privy council of Can 
ada and a deOulte answer civen.

A New Gold Field— Teslin Lake Route Sur' 
vey— Herd Killed for Tubercalosia.

OiTAWA, Nov. 17.— The last official act 
of Sir Oliver Mowat was to recommend 
the release of Grenier.the libeller of Mr. 
Tarte. The recommendation has gone 
to His Excellency for approval. 

Dr. Robert Bell, of the geological sur- 
vey, has just issued his report on North- 
ern Ontario. He says the section be- 
tween the headwaters of the Ottawa and 
James Bay is more promising for gold 
mining than the I^ainy river. 

W.T.Jennings, the government en- 
gineer who surveyed the Teslin Lake 
ruute, iti here preparing his report. W, 
F. I'Cing, chief astronomer, has also re- 
turned. 

Mr. Tarte and his chief engineer left 
to-day for New York to inspect the har- 
bor. His daughter accompanied the 
minister. 

Sir Oliver Mowat left for Toronto this 
morning. 

A scare about tuberculosis prevails, 
and all the city milkmen are having 
their cattle tested. One dairyman found 
his herd of -10 affected and has had them 
slaughtered.

AN UNHAPPY COUNTESS. 

Berelt of Her Lover and Robbed of Her 
nioney She Suicides. 

EniN'iiuRGii, Nov. 17.— There was a 
tragic occurrence in a police station here 
yesterday afternoon. A lady, about. 20 
years of age and fashionably dressed in 
the deepest mourning, who said she was 
the Countess Teresa Uliield, a Russian 
—adding that she had come to Scotland 
a fortnight ago via Copenhagen, and 
that she was in deep mourning for her 
dead lover— complained to the police 
officer on duty that she had been robbed 
of her purse, containinc a large sum of 
money. The Countess was apparently 
in great distress, and as the officer turned 
around to enter her complaint in the 
station blotter she drew a revolver and 
killed herself by shooting through the 
temple. Only a few shillings was found 
on her person. 

Two photographs were found among 
the eflects of the deceased. One was of 
.1 young officer in the linssian army, and 
was signed " Alexander KomanofF." It 
is supposed to be that of her fiancee. 
The other photo was that of a Spanish 
officer, who had visited the Countess 
since her arrival in Edinburgh. The 
hotel people say the deceased Countess 
was well educated, and had evidently 
been accustomed to move in the best 
society. 

THE SULTAN WILL SALUTE 

And Will Also Fa; a Good Round Sum to 
Keep Silent the Attatrlan Gtins. 

London, Nov. 17. — A special despatch 
from Constantinople, confirming the 
special despatch from Vienna announc- 
ing that the Turkinh government has 
agreed to the demands of Austria, adds 
that the vali of Adanaand the mutossarif 
of Mersina has been deposed, says that 
the victim of the outrage, Herr Brazza- 
folli, will be indemniiied, and asserts 
that the Sultan has consented to pay the 
claims of the Oriental railroad which is 
operated by an Austrian company, pay- 
ing the £250,000, being the arrears due 
the company for the conveyance of 
Turkish troops during the recent war 
with Greece.

Jingoism Unworthy of Manhood 
and a Discredit to 
Christianity. 



Inimlgrrants From the Old World 
Advised to Leave Grievances 
at Home. 



Ai.DANV, Nov. 17.— The Bight Eev. 
Win. Cross well Doane, bishop of Albany, 
presided at the annual convention of the 
clergymen and delegates of the Albany 
Jiipiscopal diocese which opened here 
this morning. In his annual address 
the bishop reviewed the proceedings of 
the meeting of bishops of the Anglican 
communion held this year in London. 
He referred to the committee in favor of 
international arbitration, saying: 

' There can be no question but that 
within the past few years, from various 
causes and witll some fanlt On botti 
sides, the minds of men have been ac- 
customed to thought of a possible resort 
to arms for the settlement of national 
questions between England and Am- 
erica. We are responsible for the spirit 
that has been aroueed iu America, and 
which has in it inconceivable possibil- 
ities of horror. 

" It is unfortunate for us that our pub- 
lic men are by the force of our constant 
political changes untrained either in the 
art or language of diplomacy. It is still 
more unfortunate when statesmen forget 
the art and language of courtesy. Al- 
ways in an amalgamated civilization 
like ours, when we have not yet become 
one nation, bat are a conglomora- 
tion of innummerable nationalities only 
in process of assimilation there are two 
dangers, the one of the association of old 
time prejudices and antagonism which 
have no place in our soil and no refer- 
ence to our relations to any other coun- 
try in the world, and the other the un- 
pardonable political device of pandering 
to some of these transplanted prejudices 
in order to secure votes for one or the 
other of our political parties. 

"I am quite sure that the more 
thoughtful men in England look with 
amazement and astonishment on what 
sometimes seems to them, from the un- 
bridled violence of our partisan news- 
papers, the feeling of hatred and dislike 
of England in America, I am assured of 
the absence of all such feeling among 
the thoughtful people in America. With 
these extreme expressions of violence the 
English government, the English people 
and the English press have been most 
patient. But unless we come to recog- 
nize more than we do the recklessm^es of 
speech, the facility of routing prejudices, 
and the dangers of provoking even the 
most patient strength, we may bring 
about a state of things infinitely dis- 
graceful and infinitely dangerous to our 
Christianity and our civilization. 

"Just where the word ' jiniio cornea 
from matters not, or where the ugly 
thing which it describes originated. I 
am quite aware that be exists in Eng- 
land and that the spirit which animates 
him is more or less lying dormant and 
ready to be roused, but nobody can 
doubt its prevalence and its unlicensed 
utterance amongst us. It is the spirit 
of boagtfulness, selfishne.'iB, arrogancy, 
conceit. It is unworthy of our manhood 
and a discredit to our Christianity. In 
an individual it is ofTensive to everybody 
with whom he comes in contact. 

"The theory that the old revolutionary 
spirit which regarded England as a 
tyrant is kejit alive by the study of our 
school books of history may have some 
weight. If it has, it is time that the 
Bcliool books were corrected, so tt.at 
children shall be taught that the Eng- 
land of 100 years ago is as different from 
the England of to-day as the America of 
this century ia different from the Am- 
erica of the revolution, 

"The theory that we are still sore and 
smarting under the prevailing English 
sympathy with the South durine the 
civil war may have some weight. If it 
be true, surely it is the sign of hlgh- 
inindcd intelligence to recogni/.o that in 
the outcome of that war wo have ho- 
coino strong enough to forgive the 
people that misunderstood us. The 
more serious fact, which ought to ba 
both restrained and rebuked, is 
tli<it if we give protection in America to 
people from otiier lands, who accounted 
tlietiiselves oppressed and injured by 
foreign governments when they wore at 
home, we have the right tDdoniand from 
them that they shall leave their ijuarrels 
behind them, and that in America there 
shall be no distinctions of German-Am- 
ericans, or Irish-AmericanB, or Ameri- 
cana of any qualifications whatever.

Sliips of tlie Oilier Powers Gather 
to "Watcli Developments— Cliina 
Afraid to Act. 



Shanqhai, Nov. 17. — Wiien the land- 
ing party from the German cruiaer oc- 
cupied Kiaochan bay on Sunday last the 
German flag was hoieted ashore. Kiao- 
chan bay ia tho nearest point to Yen 
Chu Fu, in the aouthern province of 
Shan Tun, where tho German iniBBiou- 
ariea were recently murdered. 

On Saturday afternoon last it was 
semi-offlcially announced from Berlin 
that the German squadron in Chinese 
waters had been ordered to the coast of 
Shan Tun with instructions to anchor in 
the immediate vicinity of the scene of 
the recent murder of German mission- 
aries, for which the German naval com- 
mander was instructed to obtain im- 
mediate satisfaction. 

London, Nov. 18. — A special despatch 
from Shanghai says that the commander 
of the German cruiser division, Admiral 
von Diedrich, landed troops at Kiso 
Chau (not JCiao(than) on Monday morn- 
ing, November 15. The the three forts 
were hold by 1,500 Chinese and their 
puns commanded tho lleet. Admiral von 
Diedricli placed hia four cruisers iin- 
medintoly opposite, ready to fire, and 
sent an ultimatum ordering an evacua- 
tion of the forts within three hours. 

Six hundred German troops and six 
guns were then landed and began to 
march forward. The Chinese hesitated 
for a few moments, and then the whole 
1,500 bolted helter-skelter across the 
hills behind the forts. The Germans 
quietly entered the fortifications, hauled 
down the Chinese flag, hoisted the Ger.- 
maa standard, which the warships 
saluted immediately. Tiie Ohineae gen- 
eral, who had his family with him, did 
not flee, but claimed German protection. 
The forts are now held by the Germans, 
who, it is believed at Shanghai, intend 
to remain permanently. 

In oiKcial Chinese circles, the Ger- 
mans are considered to have committed 
an act of war, but it is regarded as im- 
probable that China, on account of her 
weakness, will take action upon it as 
such. American and British ships will 
be ordered to Kiso Chau to watch de- 
velopments. Tho greatest interest is 
felt as to the result of Germany's action 
because the region is immensely rich in 
minerals and the harbor is the best aloug 
the coast. 

It is now asserted that the murder of 
the German missionaries near Yet Chu 
Fu (Yeng Tu) was not the work of 
bandits, as originally understood, but 
was deliberately planned by Li Hung 
Hing, governor of tlie provmce, prior to 
his departure for Seet Chouan, of which 
he has been appointed viceroy.

Pretoria, Sotith Africa, Nov. l?.*— 
President Krnger in proroguing the 
volkBraad until February made a speecb 
duiing the course of which he said the 
dynamite monopoly was not the greatest 
curse of the country. The greatest harm, 
he explaine(\,, was done by the persons 
wlio were trying to create diseensioue 
among the people of the states of South 
Africa. 



A WOllRIKD BRIDEGROOM. 

Ontario Village Greatly Excited Over an 
Absault and Robbery. 

Mount Albert, Ont., Nov. 17, — An 

outracre occurred here when Stewart 
Paisley, a young farmer who was to-day 
to have been married and leave with his 
wife to settle in Virginia, and who had 
drawn .fGOO from the bank, was attacked 
by highwaymen, robbed, stabbed and 
shot, and left half dead on the road. He 
was found in an uncoascious condition.

SIKHS USE THE BAYONET. 

They Gallantly Relieve the British Position 
at a Critical Moment. 

London, Nov. 17. — A despatch to the 
Times from Maidan says: " Daring the 
afternoon's flghting on Monday the 
Sikhs were most seriouBly pressed on the 
northern side of the ridge by a large 
body of Afridis. Hard and close fight 
ing ensued in thick woods. The Sikhs 
defended themeelves with splendid gal- 
lantry, and in one tl8Bp6rate bayonet 
charge killed and wounded fully si.xty of 
the enemy. Their commander, Colouel 
Abbott, was painfully wounded in the 
face and neck, and Oapt. Warne was 
shot through the heart. 

Simla, Nov. 17. — Two companies of 
Sikhs holding tho spur of the hills were 
BO fiercely assaulted that they had to 
call for reinforcements. Col. Ilanghton, 
with the balance of the Sikh regiment, 
rushed to their support. The whole 
force withdrew gradually, fighting every 
step to tho valley. 

Dusk had now set in, and the enemy 
was crowding the British on all sides. 
Col. 1 langhton deterniiiietl to camp for 
the night, and sent five companies to 
storm a couple of block houses. The 
Sikhs drove out the enemy at the point of 
the bayonet. Six were killed and many 
wounded during this charsje. The 
wounded were then brought in under 
the enemy's unceasing fire. The force 
finally reached head<iuarters the next 
morning witriout Turther fatalities.

" The Boston Merchants' Association, 
which for many years has taken a lead- 
inir position on behalf of hotter commer- 
cial relations with Canada, ia greatly in- 
terested in the mission of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, Premier of Canada, and his 
associates to our government in Wash- 
ington. We have felt that the advent to 
power of this ueutleraan and the Liberal 
party of tlio Dominion should result in 
greatly enlargeil intercourse with our 
neighbor, whose com men relations to 
the American continent should make 
them as fully American as ourselves. 

" We are in hearty sympathy with Sir 
Wilfrid's purpose to remove, if iiossi- 
ble all matters of difference or contro- 
versy between us, and we bespeak for 
him and his associates the most favor- 
able reception by this administration. 
We are unalterably convinced that the 
magnificent resources of the entire 
North American continent by a wise re- 
ciprocity between the United States and 
Canada can bo made available for the 
unity, the proBi)ority and the progress of 
the entire North American people.

SIR WILFRID'S VISIT. 

Was It Caused by the Government's Blunder 
About the Preferential Tariff? 

New York, Nov. 17.— The Sun pub 
lishea to-day a despatch from Pittsburg, 
covering an interview had by its repre 
sentati vo there last night with Sir Charles 
Tuppor, who passed through that city 
yesterday on his way to New York. 
Sir Charles is reported as saying : " Re- 
ciprocity is no nearer accoiupiished than 
it was before Sir Wilfrid came to this 
country a week ago. I do not see how it 
can be. I do not see how Sir Wilfrid 
can eflect anything. 

" Hia trip to Wasjiington was the out 
come of my criticism of his speech made 
when ho announced his policy to make 
a treaty with England, granting the 
mother country special tariff privileges. 
As a member of the opposition I pointed 
out that under England's favored nation 
treaties Germany, Belgium and Holland 
would have to be included, in any ar- 
rangement with Canada providing spec 
ial tarill' privileges for England, 

" Such being the case, the United 
States might as well be included, and 
that I think was why Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier went to Washington. I would be 
glad to see good feeling between Ottawa, 
Loudon and Washington, and whether I 
shall oppose Sir Wilfrid's policy with re- 
gard to tho United States will depend 
upon the nature of the arrangements he 
may prepare as a result of his negotia- 
tions with Washington." 

Washinctun, Nov. 17.— The oflicials ot 
the state department were very much 
aurprieed at reports of tho total failure 
of the Canadian negotiations which ap- 
[loared to-day in several mornini; papers. 
One of them said to-day: "That view 
is not taken by the government in 
Washington. The representatives of 
the Canadian government, who have 
just left the city, did not come to Wash- 
ington with the expectation of conclud- 
ing any arrangement or treaty iluring 
their brief stay. They entertained views 
upon the ijuestion of sealing regulations, 
and hoped to acquire accurate informa- 
tion as to the views of our govoriuiioiit 
upon the remaining (juestiona which 
their preceding government in Canada 
had failed to adjust. 

"The only fact correctly slated in the 
publications referred to is that under 
the favorabhi inlluencoH iirovailitig the 
seal cxjierts agreed upon a report. This 
rcipurt will ^urni^h a good basis for 
further aciion. It goes without saying 
that Canada is not disposed to make a 
concefision u|i(in the seals without cou- 
aideratiou to Canada, What such re- 
ciprocal concession or concessions are is 
a question not yet disposed of hut con- 
tinuing under consideration. There has 
not been the slightest check to tho nego- 
tiations further than the inevitable in 
tho settlement of the sealing (inestion. 
The Canadian ropresontatives were liua- 
pitably receivoil, frankly talked with, 
and participated in a free and frank dis- 
cussion."

Lack of Diocesan Funds Referred to by the 
Bishop of Westnilnster.

Operations of Two Companies Wilh Valuable 
Interests There. 

Vancouvhk, Nov. 17,— (Special.)— The 
flrat allotment of 150,000 ahares of troas- 
tuy stock of the Comstock-Monmouth 
Mine Company, Fairview, weva sold iu 
one week. The company are now aink- 
ing shafts on the exposed vein of the 
Monmouth to meet the taanel. 

The Consolidated Fairviow, of whicii 
Hon. Mr. Turner and .Mr. Iliggins are 
director.';, now comprises soventeen 
claims. The capital .'^tock of this com 
pany has been decreased Irani 500,000

These 
shares are being sold at par in England, 
some 40,000 being disjjosod of already 
It is the intention of the company to 
establieh a very large mill for their prop- 
erties and run it by electricity, getting 
their power from a waterfall in conveu 
lent proximity. 

AN OFFICIAL BLUNDER. 

Dissatisfaction nt Report That Fishers of 
Canadian Halibut IVIust Not Pur- 
chase Supplies in Cnnaila. 

V.vNcofvEU, Nov. 17. — A representa 
tive of the Newa-Aclvertiser saw one of 
the local oiliciala of the New Kngland 
Fish Company regarding the dispatch 
from Ottawa stating that American Ush - 
ing vessels could land their cargoes 
here and ship aame in bond to tlie 
United States. The oflicial titated that 
the last advices received by the com- 
pany were dated October 25, when it 
was informed that carj^nes could be 
shipped in bond to the United States 
without paying duty. Since that date 
DO word had been received. What was 
puzzling them at the present time, was 
the announcement in the dispatch that 
no supplies could be purchased here by 
American veseele. The chief reason for 
petitionine the Dominion government to 
make an exception in the law regarding 
American fishing vessels, was in order 
to keep the trade in supplies at this 
port. If the telegram ia thns correct, 
the change in the regulations will be of 
little avail. 

It was further pointed out tuat the ar- 
rangement is only for eis months, and 
that it will not be of any benoflt to the 
company this season, as the new utcam- 
er, the New England, ia not due at Seat- 
tle till February 15th nest, and on arri- 
val there ia under charier to convey a 
part}' of miners to Cook'fi Inlet. It ia 
lioped, hosvever, that later advices from 
Ottawa will show that the new regula- 
tions will still permit of the New; Eng- 
land Fish Company making Vancouver 
its headquarters. 

SDREEY DYKIHG TAXES. 

A Suit of Much General Interest Now 
Awaiting Judgment. 

Va.viouvei!, Nov. 17. — The people of 
Oloverdale district await with much in- 
terest the judgment of Mr. Justice Drake 
in the case of the Corporation of Surrey 
vs. W. J. Walker. Argument was heard 
'in New Wcstmineter laet week. Thia 
was practically a test case, arising out of 
the now famous Surrey Enabling bill of 
1S92, whereby certain Bank of Montrea 
debentures, securing ^25,000, given by 
virtue of a by-law passetl in ISilO, 
which was afterwards quaBhed, were 
v.iliilatf'd. Those land owners within 
the dyking district, vvlioae lands are 
included in the Bcliedu'e to the act, have 
rofuHCil to pay their dykiiii,' tax. The 
luciil h':_'iHlatnre declined to entertain 
any iMiJiKiHilion from tlie inunicipality, 
to assist the peojile of Sarn;y, until il 
was provi'ii by a defisioii of the Fill! 
court tliiit those taxes cannot bo recov- 
ered. Owin^ to the aliaence of aomc! of 
the ex-otlicials of tlie corporation, n 
the usual technical ohstruotions in caseB 
of this kind, the suit did not come on for 
hearing until Saturday. The evidence 
at the hearing was of a formal character, 
and, after elaoorate arguments by coun- 
sel, iMr. .Justice Drake reserved judg- 
ment.

TRE COMING SESSION. 

The time for the meetioR of tbe Pro- 
vincial legislature is rapidly approach- 
ing. The aession is likely to be an im- 
portant one. At least it will convene at 
an important period in the history of the 
province. Much iniiy depend upon tlie 
meaeurea for ])rovinciiil development 
which are adopted. We think the peo- 
ple are ready to endorse a vigoroDs 
policy ; we know the government are de- 
Biroua of meeting public expectation in 
this regard. It is time, therefore, to be- 
gin a discussion of tho various projects 
which call for consideration and we in- 
vite our contemporaries to join ub in 
discasBing them. To avoid any miaan- 
derattinding now or hereafter, tbe Col- 
onist desirea'to aay that in advancing 
snggeationa or conaiderinc those advanc- 
ed by others it will apeak for itself alone, 
and not for tho government. It ought 
not to be neceaaary to aay thia, but the 
habit of couteiuporarioa ia to miscon- 
Btrue the position of thia paper, and it 
ia beat to have it understood that tbe 
CoLo.viBT is not in the least hampered or 
controlled in ita consideration of public 
qtiestiona by any relations existing be- 
ti^'een it and the government. There 
are times when the CoLONiar expreaaly 
voicua the views of the Rovernment. 
"When thia ia the case it employe lan- 
guage to aignify that fact. Except on 
Buch occasions the Colonist treats pub- 
lic qaestions just aa all newspapers 
ouiht to. We think this explanation 
ia due to the government; tho public and 
ourselves. We are not playing with 
loaded dice, when we begin the discus- 
Bion of what ought to be the policy of 
provincial development, for we have no 
guarantee that what we may suggest will 
coniniend itauli to the government. 

We have iilriiaily stated, on authority, 
that it ia the iiitenlion of the provincial 
government to exi)en(l a conaidorable 
Euiu of money in opening a good trail 
between thoStickeen river and Telegraph 
creek. A portion of this. amount will be 
need to make a winter road, but the 
sum required for thia purpose will 
bo amall and cftn probably be so 
laid out ae to advance the construction 
of the permanent trail. We are in- 
formed that tlie Dominion government 
will certainly contribute towards the 
permanent trail, and may spend .some- 
thing on a winter road. It ia reasonable 
that the greater part of the expense 
should be borne by the Dominion, and 
we understand thia to bo admitted at 
O.tawa. ThuB there appears to bo no 
need of urginsj cither government to act 
with promptness in regard to a winter 
road and a permanent trail. 

We BQggeat that the plans of both gov- 
ernments should go further than is above 
indicated. The immediate conatruction 
of a railway should be secured. There 
is a possibility that the Dominion may 
construct auch a railway aa a public 
work. If thia ia done, we think wo may 
trust to tho well known energy of the 
Jliniater of Eaihvays to have the work 
pushed through with tbe atmoat speed. 
ar vie w is that if the railway is to be built 
as a government work, or no matter how 
it ia built, rails and rolling atook should 
bo sent up the Stickeon as soon aa pos- 
sible after navigation opens, and that a 
force should be put to work at grading 
even before the river opens. As fast as 
a mile of road bed is prepared the raila 
should be laid and traffic over it begun. 
Every mile of packing that^an be saved 
will be BO much gained. If the Domin- 
ion government b1ip.11 not conatrnct the 
line a-j a public work, but ahall conclude 
111 aid a company to build it, wo submit 
timt the provincial Icgialature should be 
itDkcd to- aUipplement the federal sobsiily 



with a cash bonua, if tho completion of 
the work ouivbe hastened thereby. 
We BUggeat further that, no matter by 

whom the railway ahall be constructed, 
proviaion should be made for ita im- 
mediate extension southward from the 
Stickeeu to a point on the coast south of 
the Alaskan boundary, Thia ia deair- 
able in order that the delay necessarily 
attendant upon tbe ascent of tbe Stickeen 
may be avoided, and to prevent any pos- 
sible interference with Canadian trade 
by United States custom house officera. 

We invite, therefore, the views of con- 
temporaries upon this proposition: 
That the government ought to aubmit to 
tbe legislature a plan for the construc- 
tion of a line of railway from some point 
on the sea coast of British Columbia to 
Teslin lake, work to be begun at the 
earliest poaaibla day at a suitable point 
on the Stickeen river; It being under 
stood that auch plan should not go into 
effect if the Dominion government de- 
cides to build such a railway as a public 
work. We suggest that any aid given 
by the province to a company building 
auch a line ahould take the form of a 
cash subsidy, any land grants in aid to 
be confined to such triicts aa might be 
necessary for stationa, terminals and the 
right of way. 

TRE SEALING QUESTION. 

When the people of the United States 
realize how dishonestly their represent- 
atives have acted in regard to the seal- 
ing question, there will be a general 
expression of indignation aimilar to that 
from the New York Herald, whicli we 
printed yesterday. Unfortunately for 
our neighbors, every phase of every pub- 
lic question, great or small, is likely to 
be nsed as electioneering ammunition, 
and aa a small bat ignorant section of 
the voters holds the balance of power in 
the nation, all questions are diacussed 
from the standpoint of the ignorant. 
Thus it very frequently happens that 
public men take ])OBitionB in congreas, 
in the press, and on tbe platform that 
they would be ashamed to assume in 
private. The ignorant minority must 
be catered to, no matter at what ex- 
pense of national or personal dignity 

Not a public man of any standing, not 
a journalist of any repute, not a citizen 
of average intelligence in the United 
States felt otherwise than indignant 
when congress, under the lead of that 
irresponsible creature, Senator Morgan, 
refused to carry out the BUggestion of 
the Paris arbitrators aa to the amount of 
compensation payable to Canadian seal 
ers. All over the country there went a 
pang of regret tnat the nation, which 
boasted itself the champion of arbitra 
tion, should be the first to repudiate an 
award. Yet scarcely a public man or 
a newspaper had the courage to give ex 
pression to such a sentiment. The 
ignorant minority, which holds the bal 
ance of power, thought it a monstrously 
clever thing to discover a pretext for 
sneaking out of a bargain made in pro 
fesaed good faith, and there was too 
much political risk in attempting to con 
vince them that there is such a thing as 
national honor, worth more than can be 
meaaured in money. Thia ignorant gov 
erning element had been told that Great 
Britain dared not interfere to protect 
the Canadian aealera, and Salisbury's 
dispatch informing the United States 
that no more seizurea would be tolerated 
waa suppressed by nearly every paper in 
the country. When the Paris tribunal met 
the ignorant governing minority were 
confident of a favorable decision, and 
have yet to learn that the verdict waa 
against theui on every point. A few of 
the higher claea newapapera published 
tbe facts, but these papers are not read 
by the ignorant governing majority, 
which believes to-day that the United 
States was successful at Paris, because 
as yet no money haa been paid to Cana 
dian aealera. It ia necessary to remem- 
ber these things v/heu we consider the 
attitude of the United States press to- 
wards the sealing dispute. 

There are signs that the intelligent ma 
jority are becoming weary of being led 
through the mire of national disgrace, 
and that the whole tribe of blatherskites, 
of whom Morgan ig the chief, will re 
ceive summary notice to quit. It is no 
longer possible to disguise the fact that 
the Washington government backed 
down ignominionsly when Great Britain 
threatened force, that tho Paris award 
was an utter defeat of American jjreten- 
aiona, that tlie suggeeted compensation 
was extreiuoly moderate, that llio at- 
tempt to re-open the question disfiosad 
of at Paria has been a failure, that the 
trap laid for Canada by inviting Russia 
and Japan to aend repreaentativea to 
Waahington to disousB the whole subject 
of pelagic sealing was a ridiculous fiasco, 
and that tbe United States experts have 
been simply fooling tho people with 
stories that will not atand invcatigation 
When the groat maaa of the citizsnu of 
the United States fully understand thia 
and aee that their country has been 
placed in the position of refusing to re- 
cognize tho rules of international law, or 
to be bound by its moat solemn agree 
ments, or to observe tho rules of good 
faith, without which intercourse between 
civilized nationa is impossible, the seal- 
ing quoation will cease to be a gambit in 
the political ohess game. 

The readinesa of the Washington gov- 
ernment to hear proposals from Canada 
which will terminate tbe sealing ques- 
tion as an isolated issue, indicatea an 
anticipation of defeat. That the Ameri- 
can attitude on thia subject is as unten- 
able in law aa it wonld be indefensible in 



case of a resort to the final arbitrament 
of arms must be apparent even to the 
arch-blatherskites of the United States 
Senate. 



BRITAIN'S MILITARY POWER. 

A Paris newspaper draws attention to 
the fact that Great Britain has more 
men engaged in tho campaign in North 
western India than Wellington com' 
manded at Waterloo, is condticting 
active operations in Western Africa and 
has an expedition penetrating the Sou 
dan, and it not unnaturally concludes 
that the non-military character of the 
British people, which continental powers 
are so fond of talking about, is very much 
of a myth. Franco claima to be a great 
military nation, and the custom is to 
compare her with Great Britain in this 
respect, vastly to the disadvantage of tbe 
latter. Yet the two foreign campaigns 
recently undertaken by Franco came 
within an ace of breaking down. The 
operations in Tonqnin ended favorably, 
but were little more than a aeries of 
disasters, Tho conqueat of Madagascar, 
not yet complete, atrained the efficiency 
of the French war department almost 
beyond its limit. The only othernations 
that have lately carried on campaigns 
beyond seas are Italy and Spain. The 
former made a dismal failure of it in 
Abyssinia. The latter has presented a 
sorry spectacle in Cuba. Germany, 
Russia and Austria have yet to attempt 
military operations beyond their own 
frontiers. It seems, therefore, as if the 
critics of Britain's military prowess are 
taking a great deal for granted when 
they regard it as an onimportant fac- 
tor. 

Great Britain could put more veteran 
troopa and veteran commanders in the 
field to-morrow than any two other 
nations, using the word " veteran " to 
signify a man who has been through one 
or more campaigns. Thia would be a 
great advantage at the beginning of a 
war, and with her unquestioned naval 
superiority, would render Great Britain 
invincible aa against any posBible com- 
bination. The campaigns, now and re- 
cently in progress, also demonstrate that 
tho Briton is a good fighter. He haa 
that patience under diflici".ltiea, that 
bull-dog dotormination, that auperb dash 
and courage, which soldiers nfeed. The 
British Empire does not lack the men to 
lead or the men to follow, wherever duty 
calls.

ANNEXATION. 



It is amazing to see how many United 

States papers continue to hug the de- 
luaiou that Canada desires annexation 
to the republic. We suppose that if 
there is a country in the world, where 
there ia absolute freedom of speech it ia 
Canada. If any one chooses to advocate 
the annexation of the Dominion to the 
United Statea he ia at full liberty to do 
so, and can invoko the protection of the 
law if any one inttrferea with him in so 
doing. He can atart a newspaper to ex- 
ploit the sentiment; he may preach it 
from the house topa; ho may canvass tt 
Dominion from one end to the other in 
aearch of proselytes ; and if any one in- 
terferes with him he can lay bis com- 
plaint before the courta and have |him 
punished. To make hia work the more 
eflicacioua he may, if he cbooeea, dress 
himself up in American Fourth of .Tuly 
bunting and have the Stars and Stripes 
sticking oat of the top of his hat, and so 
long aa he does not make himaelf a 
nuiaance to other people, he can go on 
hia way unmolested. Tbe majesty of 
tho law will not concern itself about 
him, except to see that his freedom to 
make a fool of himaelf ia not unduly 
curtailed. Under these circumatancea 
does it not apjiear a little strange that if 
Canada ia aching for annexation, some- 
body somewhere in all this wide Domin 
ion haa not taken occasion to at least 
auggeat that annexation would bo 
good thing? Any number of American 
citizens vieit Canada and some few of 
them feel called upon to preach tho 
goapel of annexation. Did any of them 
ever meet with any other reception than 
one of good-natured toleration? Why 
does not some one Start an annexation 
organ, if tho country is aching for ; 
change? It ia not for lack of money 
because it has been an open secret for 
yeara that tho money would bo forth- 
coming from Wasliiugton to jiay the 
expenses of a vigorous annexa- 
tion campaign. Some ten or twelve 
years ago a feeler waa sent out to ascer- 
tain what success would bo likely to at- 
tentl an effort of that kind. We think 
that, if the trnth could bo ascertained, 
some Canadian writers took a fee for 
such work and began the campaign by 
articles contributed to tbe United States 
i)aperfl. There is little doubt, however, 
that if the efiTect had been encouraging, if 
the Canadian letters advocating annexa- 
tion had been received with favorable 
comment on thia aide of tho lino, any 
amount of money would have been forth- 
coming to aid in moulding Canadian 
sentiment. But the thing fell flat, and 
it may be said with perfect trnth that 
there never was a time when tho annex- 
ation idea had as few sympathizers in 
Canada aa it haa to-day. Wo do not be- 
lieve that it has in point of fact a single 
adherent in tho whole Dominion. Even 
the small class who believed the com- 
mercial advantages to be obtained there- 
by were worth some sacrifice bare been 
led to alter their opinions. 

Wic congratulate the Roasland Miner 
on the evidence of better times which its 
enlargement gives. 



If Sir Wilfrid Laurier sucoeedB in hav- 
ing all outetandine questions between 
Canada and the United States grouped 
for settlement, wo hoi)e the Alaakan 
boundary will be inclnded. If bo will 
go furtlior and oirer to settle tho sealing 
queation for good and all by taking 
iVlaaka ofl" the hands of the United States 
for a cash consideration and an agree- 
ment to permit United States citizens to 
have equal privileges in tbe gold mines 
and fisheries with British aubjecta, he 
will give our neighbors something to 
think over. Aa a matter of fact, they 
have no particular use for Alaaka except 
aa a raining field. Wo can govern it 
much better and much more easily than 
they can.

Alaska has al- 
ways been regarded as a sort of specula- 
tion, and there would bo nothing derog- 
atory to the prestige of the United States 
in surrendering the territory to a friendly 
neighbor on favorable terms.

The grand jury ia a time-honoied 
institution which plays an important 
part in the administration of justice. It 
is not the useless thing that inexperi- 
enced people imagine. There are times 
when it seems to be needleaa; but, pro- 
perly understood, its functions are of 
great utility. It ia the means by which 
the people speak in the court, and, 
while it does unciueationably seem at 
times like th^i fifth wheel of a coach, it is 
on the whole worth continuing.

inside. The inmates were abased and 
threatened, and bad to immediately 
leave the house, this in the prosonce of 
llionsaiulg of people. This served as nn 
object lesHon to the Englislnneu of 
PhilHdeli)liia, who shortly after took 
means to protect tliemselvos against 
such disgraceful attacka, for their previ- 
ous isolation had aliown to tlieni their 
helplessness. A society under the title 
of Sona of St. George was formed, its ob- 
jects being for ilio protection of English- 
men and their interests, to help and 
assist those of their countrymen and 
women who were unable to help them- 
selves. Success and prosperity attended 
the ellorta of Dr. Bolton and hia associ- 
ates , and shortly after the society added 
the beneficial advantages which they 
enjoy to-day. Englishmen and women, 
sons, daug'nters and grandsons and 
daughters are only eligible to join. The 
society has 100,000 members connected 
with tbe order, there being six lodges 
ou Vancouver island.

Jury Bring iu a Verdict Against 
the Man Who Sliot Hallett 
Bailey. 



They Recommend tbe Prisoner

The fall assizes were continued yester- 
day, tbe first thing done being tbe 

charge of the Chief Justice to the jury 
in the Keda stabbing case. The jury 
had to be locked up during Tuesday 
night on account of the case not being 
finished, Deputy Sheriil' Siddall securing 
for the jurors quarters in tbe Kew York 
hotel and then mounting guard to see 
that no one had access to them. 

After they retired yeatorday the jury 
had not much trouble in reaching a de- 
cision, for in half an hour they returned 
with a verdict finding Keda guilty of un- 
awful wounding. The priaonor will be 
aentenced at the end of the assizes. 

Mr. Justice McColl presided a^ the 
trial of Thomas Cummings, charged with 
sliOoting IJallett Bailey with intent to 
murder. Mr. A. G. Smith, deputy at- 
torney general, appeared for the crown, 
and Mr. 11. Dallas Helmcken, tJ.C., for 
the df-fence. Though the story of the 
ehootine was pretty well known from 
the police court proceedings, yet there 
were a great number of people in atten- 
dance all day, possibly in the expecta- 
tion that there might be some sensa- 
tional developments. In this, however, 
they were disappointed, for the evidence 
was largely a repetition of what already 
had been heard in the police court with 
the exception that Oammings, the ac- 
cused, gave evidence in his own behalf. 

Bailey told of the shooting as he had 
already done at the preliminary hearing, 
Cummings, the accused, told of his com- 
ing home from the sailing cruise and 
linding that tlio wife he had married on 
the eve of hia departure from Victoria 
had deserted him and gone away from 
the city. He had been told that a tall 
man with curly hair had been aeen visit- 
ing Mrs. Cummings and going into the 
house without ringing the bell. He had 
also heard from other sources that Bailey 
had been fre(iuently seen with her and 
knew where sue was, ao he went to see 
Bailey and purchased a revolver prior to 
the visit at the srocery. His reason 
for having the weapon was, be said, 
because after the stories he had heard 
about Bailey ho thought Bailey might be 
armed in expectation of trouble and he 
wished to be equally nrepared. Cum- 
mings told of the luncfi at the Poodle 
Doc, where he and Bailey wont to talk. 
Tiiough Bailey deniea it, Cumminga 
said Bailey told him he intended 
to ruin his life by fair means 
or foul. He claimed that Bailey gave 
evasive answers when aeked for Mrs. 
Cummings' address. Finally Cummings 
rose, planted lua arms on the table, and 
demanded hia wife'a address. Bailey, 
he sail!, shoved the table over towards 
him, Cummings then pulled the gun in 
his excitement, and of the subsequent 
shots be took at Bailey had no detinite 
recollection. 

.Mr. Helmcken made a strong defence 
in hia address to the jury, urging aa ex- 
tenuating circumstances the state of 
mind of Cuyiminga when he found his 
homo broken up and his wife gone, aud 
his belief that Bailey was to blame. 

Mr. Justice McColl charged against 
the prisoner, aud at 5 ;:!0 the jury retired, 
tlie court heing adjonrnud till 7 p. m. 

The jury returned with a v(>rdi(:t of 
guilty, uilh a rcconuni-ndatiou U> mercy. 
.SentiMicu was dcft-rred till the end ul the 
aesi/.os, and the court adjourned till tliia 
morning. 

THE HUMBERT PARTY. 

A Quantity of Supplies and the Last Con- 
tingent Go North on the " Seattle." 

Col. E. J. Smith and lMig(uie Sperry, 
the managera of the liiiaton company, 
took breakfast at the Driard ycbtenlay 
morning. To a Coi.oni.st representative 
Col. Smith said that advices from ttie 
party at Lynn canal were to the efl'ect 
that the weather had lieon warm and 
rainy, rutardinjj the progreaa of both the 
Burvoy party and the taking in the out- 
Ot of cattle and goods over the Dalton 
trail. All, however, were praying for 
frost. The cattle and gooda were all 
landed safely from the City of Seattle 
and the Colorado, both ateamer and 
bark having arrived on the same day. 
Not a hoof haa even got wet in landing, 
and all members of tbe party were in 
good health and spirits. On this trip of 
the City of Seattle a couple of hundred 
of tons of hay and oats were taken up, 
and at Vancouver sixty head of fine 
work oxen and thirty dogs wore waiting. 
The latter are the (ineijt that could bo 
procured in the Nortlnveat, and came 
from Winnipeg by exproBS. Thomas 
Dunn, to whom they were consigned, 
was offered iflOO apiece or $3,000 for the 
lot on their arrival. The last contingent 
of the expedition ia on the Seattle, and 
on their arrival at the entrance to the 
pass tbe whole outfit will puah towards 
DawsoQ as fast as trslna, energy and 
good management, and the elements 
will permit.

SURREY FARMERS' INSTITUTE. 

Meetings in Its Interest Addressed by the 
Superintendent and Lecturer. 

Meetings in connection with the above 
organization were hold in the school 
house. Hall's Prairie, on Friday evening, 
November 12, and at Mud Bay school 
house on November 13, both of which 
were thoroughly successful and much 
apjireciated by the farmers of the neigh- 
borhood. 

Mr. J. R. Anderson, deputy miniater 
of agriculture, and Mr. T. F. Paterson, 
B. S. A., addressed the meetings. The 
former gentleman directed the attention 
of the audience, among whom were 
several ladies, to the many advantages 
that would accrue to the farming com- 
munity at large from tbe operation of 
the Farmers' Institute act, which be- 
came law at the last session of the legis- 
lature. He also directed attention to the 
facilities all'orded by certain sections of 
the act for the profitalile exercise ol the 
co-operative system among our tanners. 

Mr. Paterson explained the working of 
tlio Farmers' Institute system in detail, 
aud showed conclusively that the 
metliods advoi'uted were applicable to 
the eveiy-day experience on tbe farm. 
He also exjilaiued at considerable length 
the phenomenal development of the in- 
stil ute aystem in Ontario during the 
past four or live years and the benefit 
and r.ilviintage it had brought to the 
farmers there. Among other things to 
which special benefit waa given was the 
estension of tbe principles of co-opera- 
tion among the farmers. The audience 
in each place appeared to fully appreci- 
ate the elt'orta of the speakers, the meet- 
ing cloaing with votea of thanka to 
Messrs. Anderson and Paterson. 

The Surrey FarnierH' Institute ia mak- 
ing exi'clh'nt progroas. It is proposed to 
hold meetings in connection therewith 
at Kensington and Tinehead in tbe near 
future.

Spaniards In Cuba HosUle at Encourage- 
ment of Filibnsters and the Agitation 
for Autonomy. 

Havana, Nov. 17,— The new eeure- 
tary-general of cuba, Dr. Joae Oongosto, 
a formerly Spanish coneul at Philadel- 
phia, apparently continues to make liiin- 
Eolf unpopular, lie has a dispute with 
a prominent Conservativo, Senor Fran- 
cisco de laa Santoa Guzman, a former 
proeident of congress, and he has also a 
uiiGunderatandinc; witli a prominent 
autouomist, Senor Cuoto, with the re- 
sult, it is umloratood, that letters havo 
haen 'ivritteu to Madrid calling attention 
to the alleged eccentricitios of the Becre- 
tary-general and also dilating upon hia 
pecnliar political Bontimeuts. 

It is believed here that there will bo 
preat excitement in Spain as soon as the 
United States congreaa meets. Letters 
iound upon captured insnrgenta and re- 
ceived from Spain recently indicate that 
the ineurgenta were recently advised to 
keep up the Btrnggle for three months, 
pointing out that the first act of the Sa- 
gaHta government would be the removal 
of (ieneral Weyler, and adding that war 
would be made upon the Spanish minis- 
ter at Waahin).'ton, Sjuor Diipny de 
lyMiie. It If charged that Senor ])ui)uy 
(' J l/)nio and Dr. U.nigoato are to blame 
for tiio spread of tbii ])oU^y of autonomy 
in tbe United Statea, and it is even al- 
k'j^cd triat they have induced American 
newspapers to advocate thia policy. 

There ia much excitement here at pre- 
Eentover the newf of the landing' of an- 
other filibustering expedition by the 
DanntlesH,and the feeling againat Amer- 
icans has conseqaently increased it bit- 
terneas. 

SPAIN'S GREAT CONCESSION. 

Cubans Offered Self Government With 
Spanish Control Over Iritemattonal 
Affairs Only. 

Maurid, Nov. 17.— The Spanish cabinet 
this evening diBcaased the scheme for 
Cuban autonomy, tlie principal points of 
which are the enjoyment of all the 
rightn accorded by the Spanish consti- 
tution, without any curtailment what- 
ever; the identity of political and civil 
rights for Spaniards and Cubans, with- 
out distinction of race or color, and tlie 
creation of a Cuban chamber all the 
uu'inberaof which are to bo elected by 
popular vote. A Cuban senate ia to be 
created later on. The cnamber is to he 
onipowered to vote the budget expendi- 
ture and make laws controUinc; the 
))ubl)c services, eatablieh cuEtoms tarifii 
and decide the relative responsibility of 
the executive ollicea. 

The motherland will havo exclusive 
control of international ailairs, military 
and naval matters, and of the organiza- 
tion of the tribunals. Spain also retains 
the making of the political and civil 
laws of a national character, and retaina 
control of the expenditures of the same 
character. The executive power will be 
vested in a governor-general with depu- 
ties appointed by himself. Both the 
governor-general and his deputies will 
be responsible to the Cuban chatuber.

Teas ot Thousands Slain or Stricken on 
Each Side and the End Not 
in Sight. 

Ni:w YouK, Nov. A dispatch to 

the World from Havana eayis: General 
Blanco haa entered u pen an almost hope- 
less task. The present Cuban situation 
is such that it seems impossible to effect 
by suavity the reforms that the greatest 
army in the history of colonial wars has 
failed to accomplish. Spain's present 
)iolicy is announced to be oneof combin- 
ed conciliation and force. It appears to 
be, as Komo Spanisli journals have called 
it, " a Buicidal policy." 

Tlie peculiar and not generally under- 
stood conditions of the Cuban Etrui;t;le 
now make any conciliatory move a direct 
play into the handa of the in^urnentB. 
This is particularly true of the proclama- 
tion of November 10, which commanda 
the civil and military authorities 
to aid in protecting the au^ar properties 
in grinding cane. To aderiuateiy pro- 
tect the sugar estates likely to operate 
General Blanco will have to practically 
cluao the n{ierations against the insur- 
gentQ. lie iiaa not enough men to do 
both thint,'H. idort of the plantations 
wi'ro worki-il last year for short periud?. 
Aii paid their own yuiuda, and most of 
t.'iein |).'.id the Culiana aa well. Those 
pl;-.!ilers who did not pay tribute were 
forc^cd to (Ji.Miblc or treble their ^'uards. 

Only about ^'0 |)er cent, of the euijar 
plantationa of Cuba that openiti'd two 
years ago have machinery modern 
eimn^li or cane in ;^0()il enouirh condition 
to warrant liriiidini; at the present ',);'ice 
of PH^ar. 

General Blanco will havo to furnish 
estimated moderately, at least 12,000 
men, or 275 guards to each of forty-four 
])lautationB. These soldiera must come 
from forces now operating against the 
insurgents. It ia not likely that Gen- 
eral lilanco has forgotten the leeaon of 
tbe invat-ioii and will take the regular 
Iroopa froni guard duty in towns to allow 
voliintoer tjarrisoiis opportunity of sur- 
rendering to tlie enemy. The largo 
number of Cubans forced by hunger into 
volunteer uniforma makes auch surroiid- 
enng more probable now than before. 
jMi jre than lialf of the rural pajjulation 
has (lir:a|j|)eared, having been murdered 
by Weyler and liis supporters. Tlie 
liame men are much more directly ac- 
countable for the inhuman manner in 
which their ajjlendidly brave soldiera 
have been underfed and uncared for. 

As nearly as can be conservatively 
computed from oflicial figurea little more 
than half are left alive, and what of the 
160,000 peasant lads Spain sent to Culia. 
The figurea are : Died in hoBi)ituls, 
000; killed and died on the field, 12,000; 
Bent back to Spain as " inutile," 25,000; 
now in lioapitala, 12,000; total, 81,000. 
Of thia onormouH number it ia iniproba- 
hlo that more than 5,000 met death or 
disability from Cuban buUolp, even dur- 
ing the real fighting of the invasion and 
the six months thereafter. General 
Maceo estimated that more than .'i,000 
Bpaniah soldiers had fallen in battle. 
This was in August, 1S90. Since then 
very little fighting has been dona. 

If General Blanco follows up . hia pro- 
clamation and guards sugar making this 
year he wiU.'not have more than 27,000 
men available for service against the in- 
surKonts. ' Of the 99,000 troops at his 
command 30,000 are guarding lowna. 
Aoout the aame nuinl)or are looking 
aCer rilihvnya and the trochns. Thcte 



cannot very well he drawn uj)on or the 
well organized rebels of Eastern Cuba 
can swoop down in a aecond invasion 
a;id the railways will again be torn up. 

The best informed Cubans admit that 
diaeaso and starvation have reduced the 
rebel army of able-bodied ninn from 
100,000 to -"10,000. The real ficme prob- 
ably is nearer ;-iO,000. Still there are more 
than General Blanco will havo to send 
against them, and they are vastly better 
armed, and have fifty timea more ex- 
perience than when they balllcd the auc- 
cessive efforts of Weyler to crush them, 
with twice that number of men. Taking 
one province with another, it is not 
like! V that with the odda in their favor 
they will continue to run away. In- 
surgent bands may combine, and tbe 
experiment of weakening his force to aid 
his conciliatory movements may be dis- 
aatrons to General Blanco's announced 
policy of combined suavity and stern- 
neea. But even if tbe inaurgents ahould 
continue their tactics of runninu' away 
.Spain's chances of raising the yellow and 
rod over Cuba grow less with each 
soldier taken from the force operating 
against the enemy. 

A ROW OVER WEYLER. 

Politicians in Spain at Issue as to tlie Pro 
posed Demonstration, 

CoRUN.NA, Nov. 17. — There is a violent 
campaign here for and against a popular 
demonstration in honor of Gen. VV'eyler 
the former captain-general of Cuba, 
when he arrives here from Havana via 
Gltara and Porto Kico. The moderate 
republicans and Oarlists are in favor of 
a demonstration and are doing every- 
tbinir possible to organize a reception for 
the General. On the other hand the 
reiniblicane, liberals, and socialists 
are organizing a counter demonstra- 
tion. Tlio general public is indiirereut. 
General Weyler's son was serenaded to- 
day on hia arrival from Cuba.

by Railway. 



A Territory Near Home Which Up- 
on Application of Capital May 
Sarpass the Elondyke. 



GiiAND Forks, B.C., Nov. 10,— This 
town ia forty-live miles from Marcus 
and about fifteen milea from Greenwood 
City. Ab the name indioatea, it is 
located at a point where the two main 
branches of the Kettle river meet. The 
branch rising to the north, and called 
the North Fork, flows through a rolling 
mountainous country gocd only for 
logging and mining, while the main 
branch, or the Kettle river proper, ia re- 
markable for the number of fertile 
prairies which it flows through, Here 
at Ctrand Forks is a valley which they 
call Cirand Prairie. This vnlloy ia about 
liOO.OOl) acres in extent. The greater 
part is the (inest agricultural laud, and 
already in this prairie are located the 
beat and most profitable farms in British 
Columbia. Tbie valley of Grand Forks 
is a paradise for the farmer. Tlie climate 
is mild and agreeable, the hind is fruit- 
ful, and the mining camps pay fancy 
prices for all the produce of the farm. 

Up at the western end ia a fine ranch 
owned by a settler named Covert. He 
has 4C1 acres in a high state of caltiva- 
tion, and his orctiarda and gardens are 
enough to excite the envy of the beat 
fruit growers of California. Ho has built 
a palatial residence and evidently enjoys 
unwonted prosperity. Covert lias noue 
of the marks of the pioneer about him, 
except a bushy grey beard and a rather 
careless make-up. Pioneers who hew 
the forest and transform the savage 
wilds into lands overflowing with milk 
and honey are mostly a melancholy race. 
Isolation and solitude breeds not gaiety, 
and, especially in the absence of women, 
renders the lonely settler morose and 
eour, andead. But Covert brought to 
this mountain valley a cultivated 
mind, a well-bred family, and dur- 
ing the seven years he hag lived 
here he has been a jolly farmer 
and an exceeding good one. Bumor baa 
it that he was once on the Chicago 
board of trade, that the wolves skinned 
him, and that he fled thither to repair 
his ruined fortunes. Happy ruin for 
him! His lands are fruitful, hie home 
is built in '^ight of the loveliest and 
grandeft scenery, aifd his days are sjient 
not amid the jugglery of jobbers and 
brokers, but watching the corn sprout, 
and the fruit trees bud, and the leaves 
fall, watching the sunrise over those 
eastern bills capped with the rosy tinted 
clouds of the dawn. This man'a fall has 
been a rise, for he dwells like a prince, 
or rather like a patriarch in a veritable 
arcadia, 

And Covert'a ranch ia a type of others. 
Irrigation will have to be used <o a con* 
aiderable extent to bring all the land 
around Grand Forks into cultivation, 
but a time will come when the Grand 
Forks valley will be the garden spot not 
alone of the Kettle river but of British 
Colun lia itself. I have dwelt too much 
perhaps on the Kettle river country, 
both from an agiicultural and a sceuic 
standpoint. But I want the readers of 
these letters to get a thorough idea of 
this country. True, its great wealth is 
in its mines. That wealth ia simply 
fabulous. For ages men will bo enrich- 
ing themselves p.nd the Dominion and 
the world at large by mining from these 
monntaina the gold which they contain. 

The amazing discoveries in the Klon- 
dyke are yet insignificant in comparison 
with the stupendous possibilities of this 
country. The Republic mine at Eureka 
will make more millionaires than Bon- 
anza creek, and the Greenwood camp 
will produce more wealth in the next 
half century than the whole valley of the 
Yukon. These are etatenienta which 
past experience almost demonstrates as 
truth. They are statenients which 
ahould turn the attention of atatesmen 
and capital to this country. They liave 
been made again and again by thorough- 
ly competent and perlectly reliable ex- 
perts. There ia employment for 100,0U0 
toilers in mining and extracting the gold 
and coi)per out of the mines of the Ket- 
tle Kiver country. 

There are opportunities here foi cap- 
ital to grow fat, which I believe no other 
country on the globe afTorda. But cap- 
ital must bo employeil on a large ecale. 
Here ar(! ahn( "t nuuiit»inB of copper 
lire. Go and io'jk at the Volcanic, ii 
dozen niilea up <.lie river from here. It 
18 aiuiply a niutnit:im of ctipper ore, and 
all signs indicate that more cupper can 
bo extraclpd from this mine nlone than 
from the Calumet and Jlecla. 1 ir.nst 
not be uuiiersloud to eay that tlie Vol- 
canic will be a bonanza dividend payer 
or anything of that kind. The Volcanic 
can only be made a dividend pajer when 
worked on a coloBsal scale, like the Ana- 
conda, and when treatment and refining 
charges are at a minimum. The aame 
Ih true of numbers of other mines in thia 
country. Uence ameltera and railroads 
are the' two things absolutely needed. 

I have just seen from a newspaper 
clipping tluit the Trail smelter had to 
shut down and let its einployeos go idle 
for two days and a half for lack of coke 
to run the furnaces, and while this was 
HO there were fifty carloads of coke aidt- 



tracked on the way from the coal tuinea 
on Vancouver island. Colonel Turner, 
of the Le Roi, told me a few daya ago 
that they had to locate their smelter at 
Northpo'rt, for had they gone within 
Canadian territory their profits would be 
$100,000 a year less than they will be 
now. Boundary orea can he reduced and 
refined right heie at Grand Forks or at 
Midway or at Trail, and for afreightand 
treatment charge of $7.50 or ^8 a ton. 
They cannot be hauled to and reduced at 
the Coast for less than $10. 

Most of t)ie British Oolnmbiana with 
whom I have diecuaeed this matter 
eagerly desire the construction of the 
Heitize road from Eobson, through 
Boundary to the Coaat. The completion 
of such a line would incalculably boueflt 
the province. It would Jjuild up the 
biggeat copper aud smelting industry on 
the continent, Mr. Ileinzo is pre-emi- 
nently a amelling man. lie has no su- 
perior in that buainess, aud wliile he 
absolutely needs and must have Bound- 
ary ores" to mix with llossland ores, 
there ia little doubt but that ho would 
build a great emolter somewhere ou the 
Kettle river. 

F. A. Ileinze and D. C. Oohin have 
done more for Kootenay and Boundary 
than all the capitalists of Canada com- 
bined. These are the men to extend 
railroads, to build smelters, to foster the 
lumbering, mining and agricultural in- 
dustries. These are the men the mine 
owners wan t to see build into the Bound- 
ary country. If the Dominion govern- 
ment act wisely, they will subsidiae a 
railroad from the Columbia river through 
Boundary to the Uoaat, and that road 
should bo independent of existing lines.

SCHOOL INSPECT0EATB8. 

Province Divided for the Present Into Three 
Districts With an Inspector 
in Eacb. 

With a view to more frequent super- 
vision of the schools of tno province, 
which are now growing rapidly in num- 
ber the provincial government have 
deemed it advisable to divide the prov- 
ince into three inspectorates for the 
present with an inspector stationed in 
each. These diatribut'ons are: 

Vancouver island and ad jacent iaianda, 
Mr. S. B. N^ethorby, iuspector, with resi- 
dence at Nanaimo. 

Westminster, Lillooet, Cariboo and 
Gassiar districts; Mr. F. M. Cowper- 
thwaite, inspector, with residence at 
Vancouver. 

Vale, East and West Kootenay dis- 
tricts; Mr. W. Burns, inspector, with 
residence at Nelson. 

Inspector Wilson will remain at Vic- 
toria as asniatant to Dr. Pope aa the 
work now made necessary by the rapid 
growth of the achools necessitates this 
atop; for it must be remembered that 
durin.g the last five years the scho 
have ilonl)led in number. The changea 
take effect in January. The inspectora 
are liable to be moved from one district 
to another ahould the Council of Public 
lustructiou consider it advisable. 



LECTURED BY THE GENBIiAL. 

A Halifax Battalion Instructed to Dispense 
With All Army Restive lYIen. 

Haui-ax, Nov. 17. — (Special)— Gen 
Gascoigne has created a sensation by 
hia remarks addreseeu to the members 
of the G6th Rifles at inspection last even 
ing. He expressed surprise at finding 
that, aa be said, two thirds of the 
regiment consisted of army reserve men, 
and asked how tlie regiment would look 
if the army reserve men were suddenly 
called back to their colors. He regretted 
his introduction to the regiment. Of 
course the drill was good and the turn- 
out clean. He would have been Batiafied 
with the battalion if it were composed of 
the men intended to compose it. In a 
regiment of Canadian militia, he said 
present conditions mast cease im 
mediately. Army reserve men must 
quit the regiment. 

Members of the 66th say they will 
make Gen. Gascoigne retract, as there 
are not more than thirty-two reserve 
men in the regiment. Gen. Gascoigne, 
they pay, has confounded ex-soldiers 
free of the army with army reserves.
